The sinner, who has hitherto clunjf to 
sin and resisted Qod, upon repenting:, 
changes his mind and determines to 
do the opposite. 

In true repentance there are several 
different experiences. They may not 
to every case be noted by those ob- 
taining Salvation; but. nevertheless, 
they will all be there. 

* • • 

There nill be a deep convlctton of 
having sinned seriously against Ckid; 
that is, a realization that sin is a great 
evil, hated by God, injurious to man, 
and ' that it exposes those guilty of It 
to the wrath of God. 

« * « 

True repentance includes^ deep re- 
gret on account of sin. When a man 
repents, he will be very sorry for 
having committed sin, and that not 
only because of the misery it has 
brought upon him and those about 
him, and Uie danger to which it ex- 
poses him, but because sin is an evil 
thing in itself. 

•J t. » 

True repentance includes restitu- 
tion. If a man sees that his sins 
have injured any person about him — 
that is, if by his conduct he has 
wronged or robbed anyone — he will 
strive to make amends for it as far 
as it is in his power to do so. This 
is called restitution. 

« « « 

True repentance also means the re- 
nouncing or giving up of sin. It is 
not enough that a man should see 
that his past ways have been wicked; 
he must abandon them. The false 
man must give up his lying, the dis- 
honest man must abandon his dis- 
honest practices, the drunkard must 
^ renounce the drink which leads him 
astray, and the publican must stop 
selling the liquor which destroys the 
bodies and souls of men. No man 
can be said to repent of his sins 
who does not at once resolve that, by 
God's help, he will do such wicked 
things no more, and who does not 
actually give up doing wrong so far 
as lies in his power. 

9 • « 

True repentance also includes con- 
fession of sin. The real penitent will 
acknowledge his sins to God. He will 
confess before Him, without any hesi- 
tation, that he is a guilty sinner, and 
deserving of His everlasting dis- 
pleasure. 

He will acknowledge his sinfulness 
before man. No man can be said to 
repent truly of his sins if lie is not 
willing to confess before his fellows, 
his past wrongdoing. He has sinned 
publicly, and thereby, in many cases, 
encouraged others to sin also; and 
now, if he sincerely repents, he will 
be willing to admit to all the world 
that he is ashamed of the past. 
* * • 

He will also confess to man where- 
in he has sinned against him. The 
husband will go to the wife, and the 
wife to the hust>and; the children will 
go to their parents; the servants will 
go to their masters, and the masters 
will go to their servants — and con- 
fess if they have injured or wronged 
them in any way. At the same time 
they will ask forgiveness, and openly 
acknowledge that they are seeking, 
or have found, the Salvation of God. 
« « « 

True repentance always includes 
submission to Gcd; that is, the volun- 
tary giving up of the whole man, 
body and soul, to do His will.

THE SUDDEN CALL 



WHEN our Saviour was making 
the Journey along the dreadful 
Via Doloroaa, from Pilatc'B 
Hall to the place of crucifixion. He 
was tired to the point of exhaustion. 
He had been all night without sleep, had 
taught His disciples at the Last Sup- 
per, had agonized in Gethsemane, had 
faced trial for His life before Caiaphas, 
the Sanhedrim, Herod and Pilate, had 
been brutally beaten, kept standing for 
many hours, and was now surrounded 
by the Jeering crowd who were follow- 
ing to see Him crucified. 

The Roman law required that He 
should carry the cross on which He was 
to die.' Under the circumstances it Is 
not strange that H is strength was 
unequal to the task. It is said that He 
fell beneath the burden. Whether this 
be true or not the Roman soldiers 
caught Simon of Cyrene. who was 
"coming out of tho country," and com- 
pelled him to carry the cross upon which 
our Salvation was to be purchased. 

Some interesting thoughts arise as 
we consider this man who was forced 
to bear a cross, and who is mentioned 
nowhere else in Holy Writ. The brief 
narrative suggests a man going quietly 
■bout his business and attending strict- 
.ly to his own affairs, when he Is forced 
Into psrsonal contact with the Son of 
Qod; he Is dragged from the smooth 
routine of his life into the events 
of eternal Importance; from an onlooker 
he Is suddenly transformed into a 
participator In the great tragedy and 
(becomes a sharer of the oroter a com- 
(mnlon in the ahame heaped upon the 



Redeemer. 

An ancient tradition tells us that he 
had never met Jesus before, but from 
that hour he bacame an earnest Ctiris- 
tlan; at any rate his two sons, Alsx- 
ander and Rufus. are spoken of as 
though they were well known in the 
early church. 

So the average man goes complacent- 
ly on his way, unconscious or careless 
of the fact tnat the next moment may 
plunge him into circumstances of 
eternal glory or tragedy. Suddenly he 
finds himself face to face with God and 
his soul is gkirifled or blighted accord- 
ing aa he accepts or rejects tils life- 
opportunity. Matthew I's transformed 
from a publican to an Apostle; James 
and John become "fishers of nten" in* 
stead of mere mendere of nets; Saul of 
Tarsus sees a "hsavenly vision." which 
makes him an Apostle to the Qentiles. 
But Jacob meets with Ood at Bethel and 
goes on his selfish way, while the rich 
young ruler chooses his "great pos- 
sessions" and goes away "very sorrow, 
ful." 

Just around the corner from where 
you and I stand to-day may be one of 
life's great crises, and we may be call- 
ed upon for a vital sacrifice or a great 
service. If this calf from our Lord 
should come "will He find us watohEng?"

SALVATIONISTS on tbe American 
Continent find, In some epherea 
of service, a fuller opportunity 
tban is usually en;foyed by tlieir com- 
ndea in the older and more conser- 
vative countries. Jn Canada Salva- 
tloDlst efTort may be described as 
part ot the national method for deal- 
iag with criminals. 

Pers)n8l experience brought this 
fact home to me veiy vividly recent- 
ly wUIe crossing- the Dominion from 
the West I was privileged to Join 
local Salvationist parties visiting 
prisons at or near Prince Rupert, 
Vancouver, Regina, Winnipeg; Tor- 
onto, and elsewhere. Sometimes ou 
a Sunday afternoon we would go to 
both the men's and the women's peni- 
tentiary. At Vancouver, on the con- 
elusion of the morning meeting at 
tbe Citadel, vre were taken to the 
big jail where we were hospitably re- 
ceived.

write impressions of those Sunday 
meetings. Let me give samples of 
the experiences of special prison Offl-' 
cers, as told by them, and samples 
selected from the sphere of deepest 
tragedy — namely, cases where mur- 
der had to be expiated on the scaffold. 
A young man when awaiting trial 
for murder, was visited by one of our 
Officers who was Instrumental in his 
conversion and attended tiim on the 
scaffold. By surprising coincidence, 
the Officer mentioned also was an eye- 
witness of the murder for which the 
young man was hanged. 
The unhappy man, it is well to re-

occupied about an hour. Then we 
proceeded to the women's prison, 
where we had another hear^ meet- 
ing; tbe eyes of some of those pre- 
sent overflowed as they heard about 
the pardon and peace that come with 
penitence and faith. Before we de- 
parted, the matron, in accordance 
with weekly custom, entertained her 
Salvationist visitors to tea, and so 
nothing: hindered their punctual de- 
parture for the evening meetine in 
the Citadel. 

The Canadian authorities, you will 
see, work The Army into the very 
texture of their prison system. And 
note that I was establishing con- 
tact merely with the religious ser- 
vices held on Sunday. There was 
atjundant evidence that Army Officers 
serve individual prisoners (not only 
these, but ex-prlsoners and prisoners 
on remand) throughout the week. 
Yet of all the opportunities our com- 
rades are allowed In those prisons, 
none, I think, can exceed in interest 
the Sunday afternoon meetings. My 
prison visits have left a panorama 
of memory pictures full of pathos and 
appeal. Grim, earnest faces side by 
side in a long row Interrupted by 
gangways. Behind the first row, an- 
other row, and behind that a third, a 
fourth, and a fifth. row, and many 
more besides— a perspective of faces 
lined with anxiety, or dulled with 
despair and without a shade of hu- 
niftn Joy on any countenance. These 
are they who have been found out

other have involved these poor bro- 
thers of ours In deeds of murder, grosa- 
Mss, and dishonesty.

member, was brought up under bad 
influences. His father, who taught 
him to steal, ran two domestic estab- 
lishments. At the age of twenty, the 
son left home, went to the United 
States, got good employment, saved 
money, attended night classes, and 
began to learn music. His father 
discovered him and caused him to 
lose his position, after which the son 
entered the army and served in. 
France, returning to Halifax when, 
after the Armistice, he found his 
mother living under improjwr condi- 
tions. He therefore took his young 
sister away from tiie home to look 
after her himself. 

A Tragic Story 

To begin with (funds not being 
very plentiful) he decided on camp- 
ing under canvas. But his attempt 
to erect a tent proved the beginning 
of terrible trouble. Objection was 
raised.by the owner of the land and an 
angry altercation ensued. In the war 
the determined young camper had dis- 
tinguished himself as a sniper, and 
unfortunately he had carried into 
civil life, reliance on fire-arms. As he 
DOW produced a revolver his opponent 
urgently summoned the police, on 
whom the hot-headed ex-soldier fired, 
one being wounded and the othera 
forced to retire. When at length (it 
Is a long and interesting, though 
tragic, story) he was tracked down 
there were some chance spectators, 
one of whom was The Salvation Army 
Officer. Armed police ordered their 
quarry to put his hands up, and as 
the foolhardy yout^ man refrained 
from doing this they fired. He re- 
turned the fire and a policeman fell 
dead. A little later the young man 
did what he had apparently been in- 
tending to do for some time. He 
surrendered peacefully. 

'1 visited him in the County Jail at 
Halifax," the Officer told me. "I ask- 
ed permission to visit him. He was 
rather obstinate and dogged. I pray- 
ed vrith him and left him. On the 
following Sunday be attended the 
service conducted by us within the 
walls. At the Invitation, he lifted 
his hand to be prayed for, and at that 
meeting he was the only one who 
did BO. I saw nothing more of him 
for two months. In the meantime 
one jury had disagreed, but another 
brought him in guilty. On the day 
he was sentenced 1 went to see him 
again at his invitation. The verdict 
was associated with a recommenda- 
tion to mercy, and a number of peti- 
tions were sent to Ottawa. But in 
view of the desirability of stemming 
the tide of post-war violence, and pro- 
protecting the police in the discharge 
of their duty, the authorities decided 
to let tbe law take Its course. 



"I visited, hl'Ti dally. He learnt a 
psalm or other chapter of the Bible 
every day. Thes^ he liked to repeat 
to Bie. One afternoon, a fortnight be- 
fore his execution, we were singing 
together on our knees, "Only to Imow 
that the path I tread Is bringing me 
nearer to Thee," he then put his arm 
round my neck and said, 'I feel that 
God has forgiven me, and I want you 
to help rae.' Then he prayed and 
broke out into a spirit of great 
liberty and freedom. He continued in 
that spirit for the two following 
weeks and right up to his execution. 
I remained with him all the last day. 

"As the appointed time drew near 
he continued quite composed. He 
walked to the scaffold with me, re- 
peating the Lord's Prayer, with each 
word clearly and deliberately spoken." 

While the Officer mentioned was 
still weighed down by the memory of 
those harrowing experiences he was 
sent for and. it was soon explained 
to him that another condemned man 
had asked that The Salvation Army 
Officer should be his spiritual adviser. 
So our comrade had to brace himself 
for a new ordeal. 

As a boy, the poor fellow had a 
religious experience, but he had after- 
wards gone wrong. Following upon 
service in the war, he engaged in 



bootlegging and returned home 
one night, found that his wife had 
left him. When he had tracked her 
down, after an altercation he drew 
a revolver and shot her dead. Then 
followed his arrest, trial, and con- 
demnation. 

"It appears," said The Army Offi- 
cer, "that he had not actually attend- 
ed our services in the Jail, but from 
his cell he had heard every word of 
them. When, In response to his in- 
vitation, I went to see him, he told 
me of his religious experience and 
said, 'Now, I wont you to try and 
bring me back to God.' I found this 
very difficult, because of his doubting 
disposition. For long our talks seem- 
ed to lead nowhere — there was always 
hesitation and questioning in his mind 
This went on until about two weeks 
before the date appointed for his ex- 
ecution. One evening I took with me 
to his cell a woman Salvationist who 
is a beautiful singer. It was while 
she was singing 'Lead kindly light' 
that the condemned man stood to his 
feet, clasped his hands and cried, 
'Thank God, the light has come!' He 
then fell to his knees and began to 
pray aloud 

"From that moment be was a new 
man. He was very faithfiJl to his

"THE WAY OF HOLINESS' 



To me the word Holiness has a 
very wonderful meaning. It means 
we must be clean in all we do and 
say. In our daily work, life and con- 
versation we must do our beat, with 
always the love of Christ in view and 
His power to save and keep from sin. 
Our actions and our thou^ts roust 
be in accordance with the Divine Will 
of our Master. As I read over the 
35th chapter of Isaiah, it reveals to me 
that in order to enter the land of 
eternal Happiness we must have our 
lives cleansed from all uncleanness. 
We are told in verse 8 that there are 
two roads, "And a highway shall be 
called the way of Holiness." 

This way is the road that the re- 
deemed shall walk upon, those whose 
sins have been forgiven, whose blind 
eyes have been opened, whose hearts 
have been washed with the precious 
Blood of Jesus. 

This way is a way of purity. In 
studying different chapters of the 
Bible) I find the one great command 
of God written large, namely, "Be 
Clean." If we are not clean then we 
must get clean, and stay clean, Some 
may say, "I do not do those thing.s 
I once used to do, God has saved me 
from sin." but, let us go a little fur- 
ther and ask ourselves the question, 
"Has God had a chance in our own 
life of removing the roots of sin from 
the heart?" 

We look at a tree that has wither- 
ed, the trunk and branches have been 
cut down, the outward ^pearance 
has been removed, but in the ground 
there still remain the roots. While 
those roots are in the grund, man 
cannot sow seed and have good re- 
sults. So it is with our lives; the 
outward sin has been removed, but 
the roota are still in the heart, and 
unless those roots are removed 



Holiness and purity cannot reign. 

We are told the unclean shall not 
pass over this road. God knows our 
hearts, and if we compromise with 
known sin God will not use us 
and we cannot walk on this way. We 
must renounce every sin for we can- 
not carry any uncleanness whatever 
on the road of Holiness. Let us ex- 
amine ourselves in the light that God 
gives us and ask ourselves, "Have 
we secret sins clinging to our lives, 
are 'Our thoughts pure and centred 
on things Divine?" 

It is a way of safety. Verse 9 
says, "No lions shall be there and 
no ravenous beast shall go up there- 
■on, it shall not be found there but 
the redeemed shall walk there." 
Lions may roar at you, but they can- 
not touch you while on this way. 

This way is the one of happiness. 
In the hour of trial when we look to 
Him happiness and joy fills our lives. 

One Sunday afternoon, while on my 
way to the) praise meeting at a dia- 
taitce Bway, 1 could hear our Band 
playing the "One by one" march, and 
the thought came to me how happy 
those mu^cians were, and how real 
happiness came alone from God and 
in serving Him. Some cannot sing 
hymns of praise because at once they 
are condemned of some wrongdoing. 
But our God is a wonderful God, and 
if we will come to Him then He will 
heal Qur wounded hearts, and instead 
of sorrow, give us happiness, and the 
victory can be won.

THE COMMISSIO^ER AND MRS. MAXWELL Preside at Enthusiastic 
Demonstrations at Windsor, London and Hamilton— Cheering Reports 
of Splendid Victories Achieved in Face of Difficulties

A STORY of triumph in face of

Truly it might be said of these Of- 
ficers: 

"By floods and flames surrounded, 
I still my way pursue." 

A good deal was certainly heard 
during the course -of the evening 
about much damage by water and 
fire, serious obstacles being there- 
fore raised against success in the 
Campaign. But loyal and willing 
hearts, thoroughly imbued with a 
sense of the great issues hanging up- 
on the outcome of their efforts, 
found ways and means to overcome 
the state of mind induced by flooded 
lands, ruined crops and other draw- 
backs, and by sheer doggedness and 
a spirit of optimism won through to 
victory, scattering the clouds of 
pessimism and turning all the doubt- 
ers into shouters. 

Staff-Captain Spooner, the Divi- 
sional Commander, had devised a 
spectacular plan for announcing the 
results. On the platform a large 
bulletin board had been erected, down 
the centre of which ran a groove. A 
home-made "try-your-strength" ma- 
chine was rigged up at the foot of 
the board and a much bewhiskered 
"veteran" Salvationist stood ready 
with a huge mallet to run the indi- 
cator up to strike a bell at tlie top 
every time a victory was announced. 

The bell rang a good many times 
during the evening, and just as the 
last stroke was made to record the 
-Divisional total, the mallet, as if con- 
scious that its ' work was done, fell 
to pieces. 

Romance Behmd Gifts 

After the opening song, prayer by 
Adjutant Forbes and a Bible reading 
by Brigadier Brooks Home, a visit- 
or from the Old Country, the Divi- 
sional Commander presented the 
Commissioner to the audience. 

Some interesting incidents relating 
to Self-Denial were told by our Lead- 
er with the object of showing the 
romance lyingl behind certain gifts. 

One Corps Officer was afraid he 
could not reach his objective this 
year. In spite of all the efforts of 
himself and the comrades there still 
remained a hundred dollars to obtain. 

Just before the final returns were 
due he appeared at Divisional Head- 
quarters with the good news that vic- 
tory had been achieved. It appears 
that a comrade of the Corps had met 
with an accident necessitating his re- 
maining in hospital for some time. 
lA^en he cairie out he received a 
cheque for a thousand dollars as com- 
pensation. Being a conscientious 
tither he felt that one-tenth of this 
amount should be given to the Lord 
and on Self-Denial Altar Sunday he 
placed one hundred dollars on the Al- 
tar. Thus the Corps target was as- 
sured just in time. 

Another incident concerned a gift 
of twenty-five cents from a poor old 
woman who earns her living by 
scrubbing out offices. 

Thus in large and small amounts 
the grand total is made up, and God 
sends along the money to carry on 
His work by moving people to give 
according to their means. 



The Corps Officers then came for- 
ward ' to announce what amounts 
had been raised, giving also the 
figures for last year by way of com- 
parison. In almost every instance an 
increase was recorded, and there was 
round after round of applause as 
each Officer read out the totals and 
then affixed a sign on the board. 

Immediately after the Divisional 
total had been announced by Staff- 
Captain Spooner and while cheers 
and handclapping were still resound- 
ing through the hall, there was a 
commotion in the vestibule. The door 
was flung open and up the aisle came 
a motor cycle, driven by a real motor 
copt with a Salvationist clinging on 
behind. Tlus latter individual jump- 
ed on to the platform and all the 
people saw that he bore a sign on his 
back reading, "Windsor, the Motor 
Division." Seizing a paint pot and 
a brush he advanced to the bulletin 
board and rapidly began punting 
letters on it. The Band struck up 
"Victory for me" and the audience 
wonderingly looked on as the light- 
ning artist worked. In a very short 
time the word VICTORY stood out 
plainly over all the Corps totals, and 
then applause broke out afresh. 

"1 congratulate all concerned on 
this splendid victory," said the Com- 
missioner in his concluding remarks. 
"Many Officers have bravely faced 
special difficulties and have come 
through triumphantly. The result is 
a credit to them, and also to the Local 
Officers, Bandsmen, Songsters, Sol- 
diers and Young People, and I wish 
the Officers to convey my thanks to 
all the comrades for their personal 
giving and for all the toil put into 
the Campaign." 

He went on to explain what the 
Self-Denial Fund goes to support- 
part to Missionary Work and j^rt to 
our work in Canada. Then he stress- 
ed the need of The Army for conse- 
crated men and women to carry for- 
ward its great work, concluding with 
an appeal for Candidates to offer 
their lives for service. 

During the evening a splendid 
musical program was given by vari- 
ous Windsor combinations. The No. 
I Band (Bandmaster Cobbett) played 
the "Heavenly Treasure" selection ; 
the Windsor 11 Songsters (Songster- 
Leader Sfrott) sang "The Victor's 
Crown"; the United Singing Compan- 
ies, under the leadership of Sister 
Maisie Bean, sang "The Humming 
Bird"; the Windsor II Band (Band- 
master Woods) played the "Faithful 
Warriors" selection, and the Windsor 
I Songsters (Songster-Leader Smith) 
sang "Our Flag." 



LONDON'S DRAMATIC 
FINALE 

THE London I Citadel was crowd- 
ed to capacity on Thursday 
night, when the Conunlssioner 
conducted the pivisicnal Self-Denial 
Ingathering.

Mrs. Colonel Morehen, a Mother in Israel, and a Faithful W^arrior of the 
Cross, Reaches the End of Life's Journey, and Triumphantly Crosses the River 

THE COMMISSIONER Conducts Impressive Funeral Service in Crowded Toronto Temple 



A MOTHER IN ISRAEL— that is 
how thousands will think of 
Mrs. Colonel Morehen, who was 
called to her Eternal Reward in the 
early morning hours of Sunday, June 
gth. The Valley of the Shadow of 
Death was a toilsome way for her, 
and she suffered much as she passed 
through it, but her faith and courage 
never faltered, and right unUl she 
reached the River's brink her 
thoughts were for others. 

When she realized that the end was 
near she called the Colonel and the 
members of the family around her 
bedside and gave them her parting 



"I am ready to go," she said to the 
Colonel. "I have fought a good fight. 
I have finished my course and I know 
there is a crown of life awaiting me 
yonder. I have no regrets and when 
the Master calls I will answer to. my 
name, I am sorry I have to leave you, 
but the Lord's will be done. I will be 
waiting for you on the other side of 
the River." 

When the Commissioner called to 
see her she said, "Commissioner, I 
can see the end of the road. I have 
settled everything up, the road leads 
straight home and I can see the end 
of it." 

She died as she had lived — a faith- 
ful, rejoicing Soldier of Christ, trust- 
ing with childlike confidence in the 
will of her Heavenly Father. Death 
had no terrors for one who had walk- 
ed with God and fought in the fore- 
front of the Salvation War for over 
forty years. It was but a passing 
into a life of fuller and grander ser- 
vice, a laying down of earth's burdens 
and toils to enter into the presence of 
the King, and live for ever in the 
Homeland of the Redeemed. 

Confident Assurance 

The spirit permeating the Funeral 
service, therefore, which was con- 
ducted by the Commissioner in the 
Toronto Temple, on Tuesday after- 
noon, June 11th, and attended by a 
crowd which packed the building to 
the limit, was one of confident assur- 
ance that a warrior was crowned. 
The songs sur^ were some of jwhich 
she was particularly forid, including 
"There is a better world," "My beau- 
tiful Home," and "Abide with me," all 
breathing the glorious Christian sen- 
timent of rest and glory beyond the 
dark grave. It was her special re- 
quest that the CQpimissioner and Mrs. 
Maxwell should sing "I am guided 
by Thee" at the Funeral service, and 
that Colonel Adby should solo "Then 
I shall see Him face to face." 

Thanks to God for the wonderful 
inspiration of Mrs. Morehen's life of 
service, and the triumphant manner 
of her death was voiced by Major 
McElhlney in his prayer. 

Mrs. Commissioner Maxwell read 
from the Scriptures about that beau- 
tiful land where "God shall v/ipc av/ay 
all tears from their eyes," and where 
tlie "Lamb shall lead them unto living 
fountains of waters." 

To Colonel Henry, the Chief Sec- 
retory, fell the duty of reading some 
of the many messages of sympathy 
which have been received by the 
Colonel, 

The Genera! and Mrs. Higgins 
cabled as follows: "Distressed to hear 
of your bereavement. Deepest sym- 
pathy and prayers. The Lord be your 
tight and strength in the darkness." 

Commissioner and Mrs. Mapp, Com-

Rich, Lt.-CommlH.sfoner Hoe, and 
numbera of comrades throughout the 

Canada itiast Territory sent loving 
l^Bsages to the Colonel in his hour 
of bereavement, all of which wlU be 



treasured as evidence of the strong 
bond of comradeship In The Army 
which links us closer in the days of 
sorrow. 

The iirst speaker was Colonel Har- 
grave, and it was fitting that it should 
be so, for he was the first Officer to 
greet Colonel and Mrs. Morehen upon 
their arrival in Canada, and he has 
been closely associated with them 
during the intervening years. 

The Colonel paid a very high tri- 
bute to Mrs. Morehen, saying that all 
through her career she had been a 
whole-hearted Salvationist, ever ready 
to, do her best for God and The Army, 

To the Colonel she had been a 
tower of strength, he said, supporting 



Heaven is a place of service, a life of 
work inspired by God. We sorrow 
with the Colonel in his loss of a de- 
voted partner, yet we look up in the 
face of God and say 'Thy will be 
done.' Let us who are left to carry 
on the War not turn aside, but keep 
right on and when the end comes 
may our passing be like hers." 

Dr. Mrs. Weir, who had rendered 
very devoted service to Mrs. Morehen 
during her .illness was the next 
speaker. 

She told of being present in the 
room when the Colonel informed his 
wife of the doctor's verdict. 

"Her face lit up with a lovely smile 
and she said to her husband, 'My dear,

him loyally and well in all the efforts 
he had put forth to extend the King- 
dom. 

"They were looking forward to 
visiting the Old Country together in. 
the near future," he continued, "but 
now she has gone to a Better Coun- 
try, where the sun never aets, a land 
of light and glory; gone to be^ in the 
presence of her Saviour whom she 
served so long and loved so well." 

Referring to human suffering, he 
declared that it was a mystery we 
did not understand, but there was 
comfort in the thought that God 
knows the heat of the furnace and 
win not put on our loved ones more 
than they are able to bear. 

He pictured Mrs. Morehen as 
triumphant over suffering and a con- 
queror over death, not looking on 
the last enemy aa a King of all ter- 
rors, but as the gateway to a aobler 

life. 

"All must pass the same way," he 

said, "to the saint death holda no 
terror, it does not mean destruction, 
but a changed condition of being. 



I am only passing a little while before 
you. I am going first, but you will 
come to me.' Just before she passed 
away she said, 'All is well.' She was 
wonderfully brave and though racked 
with pain she was constantly thought- 
ful for others. She manifested the 
wonderful faith of a great warrior 
who has fought the fight. Sha has 
now received the crown, and we 
grieve not as those who have no hope 
for we imow she has gone to her re- 
ward. What a blessed thought it is 
that everyone of us can meet her." 

A striking tribute to Mrs. More- 
hen as a Mother in Israel was paid 
by the Commissioner. He recaUed 
the day, thirty-five years ago, when 
he was sent as a Lieutenant to a 
Corps m the Division then command- 
ed by Adjutant and Mrs. Morehen. 

"Mrs. Morehen made me feel that 
I had found another mother," he 
said. "She spoke words o£ counsel 
with motherly tendemesB, words that 
I will never forget. When we come 
to Canada I heard several refer to 
her as 'Mother.' Truly she was a 



Mother in Israel. Now she has been 
taken; there Is a vacant chair, and a 
vacant place in our Salvation Army 
home circle. Dear Colonel, you have 
lost a true and devoted wife and 
companion. For forty years you 
walked the road together hand hi 
hand. When the news of the serious- 
ness of her illness was broken to 
Mrs. Morehen she said to the Col- 
onel, roarling, for forty years we've 
been together, let me hold your hand 
now.' A few days later her hand 
lost its grasp on that of her partner, 
and the Friend and Saviour she bad 
found took hold of both her hands 
and led her over the River. She is 
now amongst the Redeemed, and her 
face is one of those looking for us. 

"The children have lost a devoted 
mother, and my heart goes out to 
them. God grant that in this hqur 
of loss and loneliness they may find 
how close Jesus is to them." 

Referring then to Mrs. Morehen's 
last words to him about the road 
leading straight home, he concluded 
as follows: 

"I have no doubt that the upper- 
most thought in the Colonel's heart 
is that somebody, as the result of 
this service, shall find the straight 
road home to God." 

An Affectionate Tribute 

It required a great effort for Col- 
onel Morehen to stand before that 
congregation and master his emotion 
sufficiently to speak of his beloved 
life-partner. God manifestly helped 
him, however, and at first in broken 
tones and then speaking bravely and ' 
resolutely he paid an affectionate 
tribute to the "little mother" as he 
loved to call her. 

"I have lost a loved one," he said. 
"Forty-three years ago we first met 
Eind from that day have been lovers 
all down life's pathway. Over the 
rough places we trod together; It was 
love that made the road easier. 

"I have lost a helpmeet. In all my 
undertakings she was one with me. 
She did not fail one iota, hut was 
ever by my side. 

"I have lost a counseller. God 
blessed her with great gifts, and one 
was the discerning of character in 
people. She has blessed me and 
saved me from many mistakes by her 
wise and timely coimsel. 

"The children have lost a wonder- 
ful mother. Thank God for a loving 
son and daughter who have followed 
mother's counsels. 

"The Army has lost a Soldier. It 
was ever her proud boast that she 
was a Soldier. She had a passion for 
souls, and demonstrated it by her 
life and actions. She loved to be In 
the firing line. 

"She is now at Home, and I am 
left to carty on. There is a great gap 
but I believe that aa my days so 
shall my strength be, and I mean to 
go on fighting the battles of the 
Lord. When my end <^mes I hope I 
vdll be as worthy to enter in through 
the Gates as she was. May we all 
be found at the end of life's journey 
with oi:r robes washed white in the 
Blood of the Lamb." 

With the singing of "Abide with 
me," and the pronouncing of the 
Benediction by the Commissioner, the 
service came to a close.

Cheering Facts Concerning Army Activities in 
Japan 



STRANGE names figure in the 
most recent report from Japan 
concerning the progress of the 
Centenary Call Campaign. but_ while 
the names may have little signifi- 
cance for the average "War Cry" 
reader, the facts will not fail to 
cheer. 

**The Divisional Officer conducted 
two Officers' meetings and open-air 
bombardments from four points in 
Osaka," says the report, "and thir- 
teen men and women were found 
crying to God for pardon at the 
drum-head. 

"Okayama comrades recently con- 
ducted a five days' special campaign, 
including a whirlwind motor tour, 
during which thirty-one indoor and 
sixteen open-air meetings were held, 
eight hundred copies of "The War 



in a neighboring* town. 

"Kochi Corps is burning with en- 
thusiasm. Every Sunday night the 
hall is packed to the doors, and the 
Commanding Officer is thinking of 
enlarging the building. Some notable 
captures are being made. 

"The Army's work in the ultra- 
conservative town of Yonago, in 
north-west Japan, has recently been 
stimulated by the capture of two 
business men with their wives and 
families. Both men were heavy 
drinkers, and their conversion has 
stirred the interest of the town." 

These are simply extracts from the 
briefest of Corps reports which reach 
the Tokio Headquarters, but they 
serve to indicate the zeal with which 
Salvationists of Japan have been 
prosecuting the Centenary Call Cam-

ni^t and day. One company c 
workers commenced duty at drii 
o'clock each evening, and worked m 
til relieved by a fresh contingen 
early the following morning. 

Describing the dramatic happoi 
ing^ of the first morning of the fioo 
visitation at I^aunceston, a ^rrei 
pendent writes: 

"We never shall forget the con 
tinuous tolling of the town clock t 
a warning signal at 1.30 on that Sat 
urday morning. Salvationiata wortw 
till 5 a.m., some preparing beds w 
otiiera assisting in bringing famlba 
away from the threatened district 
Then came breakfast, and, later, dfat. 
ner. All through the day our com* 
rades worked, the waters rising «1 
the time. At night, when a little lesl 
was expected, Adjutant and Mn 
Wishart and two other comrades had 
to go to their own homes which wen 
threatened by the flood waters. 

"Many of the workers ^vere onaUc 
to get to bed before three o'clock m 
Sunday morning, and yet these same 
people were busy preparing brwkliBt 
three! hours later." 

Adjutant and Mrs. Wishart, the 
Launceston Corps Officers, are lowl 
in their praise of the band of wilUni; 
workers, many of whom are women 
past the prime of life. Among otier 
helpers, Adjutant Goodman, Mitron 
of The Army's Maternity Home m 
Launceston, with two of Her Officers, 
assists at the central relief depot 
as often as possible.

A PLEA for *e return of the 
■rand and romantic spirit of 
Idvcnturc is made by rar. 
Gordon Selfridge, a great London 
mercliant. He Bays: 

"When a young man in America 
or Canada applies lor a post, he 
,,kB' 'What is the chance to work 
jpfand a favorable reply is regarded 
as of even more importance than the 
immediate wage. 1 would like to see 
tliat spirit permeating every young 
man' in England to-day. 

"Adventure leans on courage, on 
enthusiasm, on willingness to risk, 
on strength of purpose, on indifier- 
ence to obstacles, and on apprecia- 
tion of the value of time. Adventure 
spurns 'Safety First,' and looks upon 
laziness as the worst of sins. 

"Adventure laughs when difficul- 
ties are greatest. It insists on self- 
respect, buij never permits self-satis- 
faction. It builds personality and 
individuality, and would almost seem 
to adopt the slogan, 'Luck is a, fool; 
pluck is a hero.' " 

CUMBING UONS 

THE theory that lions cannot 
climb trees has been disproved 
by some remarkable photo- 
graphs taken in South Africa show- 
ing these animals in the act of climb- 
ing a tree. It is now established as 
a fact that lions and tigers can and 
do climb trunks which' slope near to 
the ground, but they cannot climb 
trees where the trunks are vertical, 
and of a great height.

Sometimes we 
should see her line up shivering 
people round a coffee-stall for a 
warm meal.

so that her days as well as her 
nights arc given to the destitute. 

Only once has the Silver Lady met 
with any ingratitude. She saw a 
shabby man pacing the Embankment 
late at night. "The poor man has 
seen better days, and now he has not 
enough to pay for a bed." she 
thought. So she stole up and slipped 
a shilling into his hand. How could 
she know he was a millionaire stay- 
ing at the Savoy Hotel? 

Many a romantic story has been 
written of the London streets, but 
few can compare with the true ro- 
mance of the Silver Lady, conung 
just as the poorest folk of all have 
given up hope of earning or begging 
the price of a bed and suddenly 
bringing them their heart'si desire. —

Canadian^ 

HE Social Service Council of 
Canada is drawing attention to 
the question of bad housing in 
some of our larger cities. This is a 
problem that is becoming serious m 
some centres for the same reason as 
in the older countries— the rapid m- 
creas^ in population following indus- 
trial development. In addition, there 
was and is the immigration that is 
going on with greater or lesser de- 
gree of intenfflty. 

It is to be hoped that in this new 
country, with so small a relative 
population and so great a territory, 
there will never arise, on so large a 
scale, the housing evils that mark and 
disgrace many of the older cities. 
And yet, if action is not taken in the 
near future, the housing sores al- 
ready existing are bound to become 
aggravated and to extend. 

RUST-RESISTANT WHEAT 

ANEW WHEAT, kno%vn as R-4», 
may be the long awaited rust- 
resistant wheat. Canadian Gov- 
ernment plant breeders have long 
been experimenting in an effort to 
develop a variety of wheat that will 
resist rust and at the same time be 
of high grade milling quality. Em- 
mer, which is a rough, large, rather 
poor-yielding grain of the wheat 
family, which has seemed to be rust- 
resistant, has been crossed with 
Marquis wheat and the progeny 
again crossed with Marquis, result- 
ing in a grain which is three-quarters 
Marquis stock. The plant breeders 
have carried on their experiments at 
the Manitoba Agricultural College 
and from as many as 86 strains do> 
veloppd; R-49 seems so far to be the 
most promising. 

IF CHRIST CAME 

SOME slum children in a school 
class in London. England, were 
asked' what they thought would 
happen if Christ came to London. 
More than half replied that the ^rst 
thing He would try to do would be 
to shut up the public-houses. 

Nine-year-old wrote: "If Jesus 
came the people in London would 
shut up the pubs, and pull them down 
and build some houses there with 
gardens at the front and perhaps a1 
the back as well." 

These poor little mites who suffer 
so much as the result of the drink 
traffic, have no illusions regarding 
the evil of it. We think they are 
quite right in their opinion that 
Christ would sweep such as evil as 
the drink traffic, which causes untold 
misery to millions, right out of ex- 
istence. 

WAR ON MOSQUITOES 

HOW TO GET rid of mosquitoes 
is a problem that has long per- 
plexed mankind.

The 
plan is to pour oil on their breeding 
places, and the slogan of the cam- 
paign is "Millions now wriggling will 
never fly." It will be a good relief 
to the inhabitants of that province if 
the campaign is successful.

VEGETABLE PIES 

Arrange In layers In a greased pie- 
dish slices of cooked potato and grated 
cheese, scrlnkle well with pepper and 
salt. Dot 80me dripping on the top. 
pour over a little milk, and bake till 
thoroushly hot and well browned—about 
twenty minutes. 

Thia dish can be transformed Into 
Tcmata Pie by the addition of allces of 
raw or cooked tomato. 

To make a Savory Pie, uae layers of 
potato, tomato, cheese, and onion, add- 
ing slices of cooked meat ff liked ; 
moisten with milk or stock. This makes 
a delicious pie, almost unrivalled for 
using up remains of meat, left-over ham 
or bacon, or even flsh, and when peas 
are in season provides a meal fit for a 
king. 

American Pie la made with slices of 
potato, ham, onion, and hard-boiled egg, 
cooked with a thin white sauce (flavored 
with cheese It liked), or a little milk and 
water. 

The potatoes forming the top layer 
should be neatly arranged and nicely 
browned. 

For a Bean Pie use bread, butter, or 
haricot beans, tomatoes and cold meat, 
and moisten thoroug-hly with a thin 
pBffiley sauce or rich gravy. 



TWO WAYS OF SERVING 
EGGS 

New ways of serving bkks are always 
welcome, 'iry these two ideas for break- 
fast 

Take as many hard-boiled eggs as re- 
quired, halve them, and remove the 
yolks. 

Chop the yolks up fine and mix with 
cb(9ped anchovies In the proportion of 
One anchovy to two hard-boiled eggs. 

Add sufficient butter to bind smooth- 
ly* pepper and salt and a few drops of 
lemon Juice. 

Fill up the whites with the mixture 
and serve standing on rounds of butter- 
ed toast. 

Cut oft the rounded ends of the cases 
to enable them to stand. 

Or instead of mixing the egg yolks 
with anchovies, mix with good cream 

After piling the mixture In the cases. 

filace half a slice of tomato or a dash of 
omato sauce on top of each.

LOVE-TOKENS 

The Expression of Our Love for Christ will be 
Manifest in Our Treatment of Others 



A woman . . . began to wash his 
feet -with tears and did wipe tliein 
witli the hairs of her head, and IdBsed 
his feet, and anointed them with the 
ointment — Luke 7: 38. 

OTJR LORD was as ready to ac- 
cept the hospitality of the rich 
as of the poor. A man was al- 
ways interesting and worth helping. 
The kind of house he lived in mat- 
tered little to the King of kings, who 
chose to be bom in a stable and live 
in a humble home. On this occasion 
one of the Pharisees had invited Him 
to a me^. Probably Simon, the host, 
thought he wa."j very condescending 
when he asked Jesus of Nazareth to 
dinner. He had no idea that Iiis only 
reason for being remembered would 
he the fact that Jesus had honored 
his house by eating in it We don't 
know whether any special trouble 
was taken about the preparation of 
that dinner. Probably Simon's wife 
was glad to welcome the Man who 
always treated women with respectful 
courtesy. I feel pretty certain that 
she did her part gladly and carefully. 
But the Pharisee seems to have 
considered that he had done all that 
could be reasonably required of him, 
when he invited to his house a Man 
who was well known to have eaten 
with publicans and sinners. His fest 
were hot and dusty, but the cus- 
tomary water for washing them waS 
not offered. It was usual to greet 
a guest with a welcome kiss and to 
pour fragrant oil upon his head. 
These ordinary tokens of good-w'U 
were missing. And it is evident that 
our Lord was disappointed because 
He could plainly see there was no 
love in the heart of the host who had 
received Him so coldly. 

But a woman of the street slipped 
in without an invitation. The guests 
were reclining on couches at the 
table, and this woman — ^passionately 
penitent for her sins — bent over the 
feet of Him who had called her out 
of shame and given her hope for the 
future. Her tears fell on those 
sacred feet and ^e wiped them away 
with her flowing hair. Perhaps she 
feared that the tears of a sinner 
might defile the Lord. Then, careless 
of public opinion, she kissed His feH 
again and again (verse 45) pouring 



out upon them her precious ointment. 

It is very «vid«nt that the woman's 
expres^on of devotion gave pleasure 
to Christ, as the absence of common 
courtesies on the part of the host 
had hurt Him. Simon despised the 
woman, and felt very superior to her. 
But— in the eyes of his Judge— he 
was really far beneath her. Avd her 
love-tokens were gratefully and 
gracioualy received. She was for- 
given and comforted. "Her sinSf 
which are many, are forgiven, for 
she loved much;" said the Master, 
"but to whom Kttle is forgiven, the 
same loveth little." 

Our Master is always with us, for 
He identifies Himself with the least 
of His brethren. And - He is stall 
often disappointed because small 
love-tokens — ^the courtesies which are 
readily offered to other guests — are 
denied Him. In many home? the wife 
and mother worlcs steadily on, year 
after year, \vithout aj. affectionate 
Id&s or a word of appreciation. Jf 
she tires herself out. in cleaning the 
house or in cooking the meals, no one 
seems to notice. 

Sometimes the trouble is the other 
way round. A man said: "If I could 
only once hear my wife say that I 
had pleased herl" There are aiiiug 
women who seem to think they have 
a right to complain fretfully about 
<»very pain and trifling discomtott. 
Continual complaining is a great sin 
against God: "And the people were 
as murmurers, which was evil in the 
ears of the Lord; and when the Lord 
heard it, his anger was kindled." — 
Num. 10: 1 (R. V. margin). And it 
is also a great sin against man. 
Many a home is made almost unbear- 
able by the constant fault-Hnding of 
one member of the family. Break- 
fast is eaten in dreary silence — un- 
less a guest is present. Is it not 
worth while to be pleasant in word 
and manner for the sake of those we 
love best — our own family and the 
unseen Christ? 

Love-tokens ! — Scatter them about 
you; they cost you little, but mean 
much to the recipients. Let them 
be the expression of your love to 
Christ to Whom we should first ren- 
der the love-token of a consecrated 
Ufe.

HUSBANDS; do you ever think of 
your wives? You may conader 
it a foolish question, but is it 7 
I know you think of them in a gen- 
eral sort of way. You may, for in- 
stancCf wonder if shell remember to 
put out the garbage can which in 
your haste you forgot; if shell mind 
you leaving your desk open and a 
litter of correspondence or reading 
matter scattered about. Say, Wifie 
is worth a bit more thought than that. 
And yeti I'll warrant there are some 
' husbands who scarcely think of their 
women-folk otlier than in this inci- 
dental fashion. To say the least this 
innocent oversight is not conducive 
to helpfill relations between man and 
wife. 

For instance, Hubby is engrossed 
with thoughts of the garden when he 
enters the house.

Brigailicr Home, a Viutor to 
Canada East, is a Widely-Travel- 
led Officer 

A party of immigrants, consist- 
ing of domestics, widows, and l»ys 
for farm work, was recently brought 
to Canada on the "Laurentic" under 
the care of Brigadier Brooks Home. 

This is the Bngadier'a first visit 
to this country. 

On the voyage he conducted several 
meetings with the party under his 
care and also gave two lectures, illus- 
trated by lantern slides, on Korea, 
Java, India, and Burma. These were 
much appreciated by the passengers. 
The Brigadier is a Scotchman by 
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Brigadier Brooks Home 

birth, coming out of Sdlnboro. In 
fact he is the oldest Officer in The 
Army sent out from that city. 

For twenty years be was in the 
Field and Divisional work in Britain 
and was also Organizing Secretary 
for the Women's Social Work, dealing 
largely with properties. 

He was then selected for Foreign 
service and appointed Chief Secre- 
tary for Korea, where he spent 
several years m intensely interesting 
pioneer work. 

On one occasion be was travelling 
with a number of Korean Cadets on 
what was known as a "Boom March." 
That is to say they walked from vil- 
lage to village conducting meetings 
and saving souls. 

At one place several old women 
were intensely interested in the 
cleansing properties of soap. They 
bad never seen such a wonderful 
thing before. The Brigadier invited 
one of them to try it and her grimy 
hands and arms soon showed a differ- 
ence. 

"Come to the meeting to-nlgbt 
mother and I will speak about some- 
thing more wonderful than soap," said 
tJie Brlgradier. 

Among the congregation in the 
lUtle Army Hall that night was this 
woman and a number of her children 
and relatives. 

The Brigadier spoke on the clean- 
sing power of the Blood of Christ and 
the woman and twelve of her family 
got saved. 

Years later these converts walked 
thirty 11 (ten miles) to be present at 
the Brigadier's farewell meeting^ and 
to thank him for coming to their 
village with the news of Salvation.
